contemporary political 
thinkers Jean Kilpatrick had 
good reasons when she wrote 
in 1990:" The destruction of 
an independent Lebnon is 
grim reminder that a country 
that ground its independence 
in international guarantees 
alone, builds its house on 
sand." 

However its as you see in my 
propsal, the gurantors should 
be all permanent members of 
the Security Council of the 
United Nations- with a view 
that it will not be a limited 
guarantee and relatively 
more effective. 1 should add 
however that a number of 
objective views have been 
expressed about the ways and 
means of achieving a 
peaceful solution of the 
Afghan problem with which 1 
gladly wish to associate 
myself.

1 think wc arc responsible for 
creating a lot of problems for 
our Afghan brothers. I 
personally feel, having some 
experience of tirbalism since 
I have been serving in those 
areas, the best that Pakistan, 
or any other friends of the 
Afghan, can do at the 
moment is to lay their hands 
off Afghanistan. If they did, I 
can assure you that within six 
months, there will be no 
Najib. The dynamics of 
Afghan tribalism will asurc 
that he is removed. 

Having said this, 1 would like 
to make a referece to one of 
the common issues in 
connection with the Afghan 
problem. This is the issue of 
wether the war should 
continue or a diplomatic 
solution should be sought. I 
want to clearly state that in 
my opinion there is no 
substitute for diplomacy. But 
in the case of Afghanistan, it 
is important that a diplomatic 
solution of the problem 
should be sought by parallel 
to the continuation of Jehad.

Today, its borders are 
more important to large 
powers than Afghanistan 
itself. Central Asia worries 
about it's stability while 
Pakistan worries about 
political and economic 
implosion. Russia, India 
ana Iran worry about 
energy security and 
Eurasai's endurance in a 
highly competitive 
international economy, 
and the US increasingly 
worried about being blown

Everyone is 
worrying about territorial 
sovereignity and tumbling 
dominoes; no one, it 
seems, is worrying about 
Afghanistan. 

That's why new sanctions 
will fail. It took most of 
the world far too long to 
understand that what 
happens in Afghanistan 
effects all of its neighbors. 
But the Security Council 
learned the wrong lesson 
from this as it has from the 
conflicts surrounding 
Sierra Leone and Congo. 
Rather than try to stop war 
in Afghanistan by 
sanctioning the war's 
suppliers in central and 
southwest Asia, it has 
censured the Taliban for 
it's war’s nasty spillover. A 
slap on the wrist might 
deter the Taliban’s drab 
diplomacy, but it won't fix 
much else Only when the 
focus returns to ending the 
Afghan war itself will any 
chance for success emerge. 
Until then, the precincts of 
Kabul are linked to New 
York's east side by the thin 
thread of an ultimatum. 
Men in suits will continue 
to dictate terms to men in 
shawls, and neither side 
will understand the other. 
Fighting will continue, and 
the people will die. The 
fault lies with us all. 


Peshawar: The News Daily 
correspondent reports that 
the NWFP government's 
compaign to arrest and 
deport unregistered Afghan 
refugees was on January 28 
extended to Mardan destrict 
when 107 Afghans were 
apprehended by the police. 
Official sources said the 
arrested Afghan refugees 
would be brought to 
Peshawar on the same day 
for deporting them to 
Afghanistan via the Torkham 
border post. This was the 
first lime that Afghan 


refugees were arrested in 
Mardan city for illegal stay. 
Meanwhile, another 40 
unregistered Afghan refugees 
were arrested by the police in 
Peshawar on the same day. 
This raised to 147 the 
number of Afghan refugees 
rounded up in the city over 
the past three days for 
intering Pakistan illcgaly. 
Deputy Commissioner 
Peshawar, Badshah Gul 
Wa/.ir said the campaign to 
arrest and deport 
unregistered Afghan refugees 
would continue.

I would also like to remind 
this gathering about a 
proposal which has already 
been made by Professor 
Habibur Rahman Hala in 
one of his deliberations. 
Professor Hala rightly said 
and I qoutc him that: "We 
can call the period prior to 
the Red Army's withdrawal 
the first phase of the Afghan 
Jehad." Before proceeding to 
complete the qoute, I would 
like to state that in my 
opinion, the Red Army's 
withdrawal has not in fact 
taken place. Secondly, I 
would like tc draw attention 
to the fact that although the 
Afghan struggle against 
Russians is Jehad one should 


not forget the element of 
national struggle which is 
equally significant. 

Professor Hala continues and 
I quote: 

The period after withdrawal 
is the second phase. The 
second phase is more 
complicated therefore to 
come out of it successfully, 
more insight, more skill, and 
more patience is needed.

The Taliban in Afghanistan 
and some of their 
international supporters 
portray United Nations 
Security Council Resolution 
1333 and the sanctions that it 
imposes as an attack against 
Afghanistan, against the 
Afghan people, and against 
Islam. 

None of this is true. Such 
assertions intentionally 
distort reality to deflect 
attention from one basic fact. 
The international community 
has imposed sanctions on the 
Taliban because the Taliban 
provide training and 
safehaven for international 
terrorists, including the 
indicate terrorist Usama bin 
Laden. 

The United Nation sanctions 
very specifically target only 
the Taliban leadeship, not the 
people of Afghanistan. The 
sanction^ arc political, not 
economic sanctions, trade 
and commerce, including in 
food and medicine, countmuc 
unabated Large- scale 
international humanitarian 
assistance to the Afghan 
people continues. 

We want to set the record 


straight. 

MYTH 

UNSC Resolution 1333 is 
targeted against the people of 
Afghanisnat and will result in 
starvation, displacment, 
emigration, and epidemics. 
(Taliban representative to 
Pakistan, Abdul Salam Zayif, 
12/20/00, in Islamabad.) 
Likewise, govement officials 
in Pakistan have warned that 
the sanctions are causing a 
humanitarian crisis and a 
surge of new Afghan 
refugees in to Pakistan. 

REALITY 

This is wrong on two counts. 
First, the sanctions arc 
carefully targeted against the 
Tali ban leadership, not 
against the people of 
Afghanistan. Second, the 
sanctions are political, not 
economic sanctions- they do 
not prohibit private - sector 
trade and commerce, 
including the importation of 
food and medicine in to 
Afghanistan. 

The deplorable humanitarian 
situation in Afghanistan is 
not the result of UN 
sanctions of the Taliban. The 
chronic humanitarian crisis is 
the result of over 20 years of 
war, which is continuing, in 
large part because of the 
Taliban's refusal to seek a 
political settlement. It is 
exacerbated by the most 
severe drought in 30 years, 
and by the Taliban's inability 
to govern and to provide for 
the basic human needs of the 
population of Afghanistan, 
even in areas they have long 


controlled. 

The Taliban have failed 
appallingly to provide for the 
basic human requirements of 
Afghanistan's population. 
The Taliban give primacy to 
military and ideological 
niattars, not to their 
fundemental responsibility to 
provide basic human services 
to the people of Afghanistan 
in areas that they control. 
When the Afghan people 
require health care and 
education from their rulers, 
the Taliban have demanded 
that the people provide more 
recruits for tneir military. 
Food production has 
collapsed because of the 
severe drought in the region, 
not because of UN sanctions. 
Further, the diversion of 
about 64,500 hectares of 
prime agricultural land for 
opium peppy production- 
most of it in areas under 
Taliban control- contributes 
to Afghanistan’s food deficit. 
More than anything else, the 
Taliban's continuing military 
offensives in Afghanistan, 
not UNSC Resolution 1333, 
are responsible for the recent 
surge fo refugees into 
Pakistan. 

The large vulnerable 
population in Afghanistan 
and refugee communities 
rely on humanitrian 
assistance by the 
international community, of 
which the United Slate is the 
largest single donor-$ 133 
million in 2000.

by Pakistan and the United 
Stales. The Russians were

It was most 
unfortunate that the 
guarantors of the 
implementation of the 
Geneva Accords were only 
the United State? and the 
Soviet Union. Furthermore, 
the outcome of sole reliance 
on international guarantors in 
our own life time cualions 
small countries against great 
expectations from or much 
hope in the effectiveness of 
international guarantors.
